Jews and Public Schools. 


THE address on this subject delivered by Dr. CHARLES S. Myers 
last week, and a report of which appears elsewhere, will be read 
with considerable intérest and the attention which so eminent a 
publicist is bound to attract. It has been complained, in more than 
one quarter, that too much wegard is being paid by the community 
to this question, seeing that it directly affects only a small propor- 
tion of Anglo-Jewry. It is not, after all, many who are able to. send 


their children as resident pupils at Public Schools, and it is argued — 
We cannot assent 


that therefore the problem is a very limited one, 
to this view. If the number of. parents, whese children are being 
educated at Public Schools, is comparatively few, ib must mow#be 


forgotten that to a very large extent they set the running as regards 


Jewish education among a large number of their coreligionists. 
If parents of the class we allude to are careless of Judaism and the 


- calls of our faith, if they allow their children to be brought upas | 
Obristians attending Christian Divine Service and never. having 


brought to them any Jewish instruction, we may be quite sure that 
their example will be followed when the question of edueating the 
children at other than Public Residential Schools arises. Dr. 
CHARLES MYERS tells us that there are many Jewish parents who 
do not wish their children in the least to be educated as Jews, who 
prefer that they shall be educated as non-Jews,.and take part in 
Christian prayer and worship. A few days ago Mr. J. Q. Henriques 
publicly stated that this was his preference. He believes 
that the boys can attend Chapel with complete and open 
loyalty to their faith, and without their motives being mis- 
understood, either by the masters or the boys. This is 
sufficiently astonishing. But more astonishing still is it 
for a Jewish paper, in referring to the .statement by Mr. 


- Henriques, to have no sort of condemnation of it, but actually

Communal Workers. 
By Mentor. | 
A COMMUNICATION I received this week doss uot 


me to be one that I should keep to myself. It touches 

upon a subject of considerable public interest, and one 

3 the urgency and importance of: which, necessarily cumula- 
tive in.effect, are growing day by day. 


* 
My correspondent writes: 


There ison all hands a constant demand for young men 
and women to take part in communal work. The need for 
communal workers is feli, by every Jewish institution up and 
dewn the country. One of the-most scandalous things in 

connection with our public life is the way in which men are. 


elected and re-elected again and again, over I know nothow many 


years, so that they obtain a kind of freehold or life-leasehold in 
the office they occupy. After a few years it becomes a matter 
of extreme difficulty to remove them. Naturally, every man 
has his friends, and after oceupying an office for some time 
he regards-it as a personal affront if he is: asked not to continue 
in it. The friends sympathise with him, and: in such cases 
there is always a risk of grave fissure among those who support 
the institution; but to my mind this. does not really go to the 
root of the matter. Institutions refuse to make the salutary 
law that no man can occupy the same office for more than a 
- certain period, because of the fear of being unable to find fresh 
recruits, Thus, we have the spectacle in London and in the 
Provinces of the same man occupying the same office year in 
and year out, sometimes when through advancing years and 
ill health he is quite unfitted to perform its duties. This state 
of affairs,in turn discourages others to join in the work. They 
have no desire to do so with the certainty of always inhabiting 
a subsidiary position, as must pe the case so long as the high 
offices are permanently held by certain individuals. 


On the other hand, there are institutions I know of ais ; 


the rule is made that the same man shail hold office only for a 
definite term. But what happens? The institutions—and I 
use the word:as meaning all organisations among us, whether 
religious, charitable, or educational—soon find their difficulty in 
filling the offices, with the result that while they have 


excellent men among them, who are debarred by the rule from 


serving the institution, they have necessarily to put up with 
men of far less calibre and usefulness, because they have to 
find fresh men for the vacated posts. This brings me to say 
that, in my opinion, the real difficulty is in the paucity of 
communal workers, and that that paucity, or rather the effect 
of it, is but increased by the stick-to-office gentlemen. In any 
consideration of the matter, then, we must satisfy ourselves as 
to why there is a dearth of communal workers. Why isit that our 
young men and young women will give nothing of their time 
and energy to communal affairs, to anything that is needed by 
Jews for Jews, though they tumble over themselves at any chance 


that presents itself of doing. public work in non-Jewish institu. _ 


tions? I am sure that no one will deny that this isso. Instances 
everywhere are joo numerous and too obvious: for “a who 
is reasonable'to do so. 


Then I would ask: Why should our young men and young) 


women, or for the matter of that anyone, volunteer for work in 
Jewish institutions? We Jews have an expression full of 


meaning, and I would apply it to the point I have raised and 
ack: what Tachlis ig tharain cammnnal work? Haman davotas 


himself to ordinary public life, say the local Town Council, 


or the County Council, certainly to Parliament, he has n2>~ 


- more and probably has less of annoyance and petty opposition, 

and personal criticism than he has in working for a Jewish 
institution, But.see, on the other hand, the chances he gets 
and which, if he be able, he can secure. In communal 
work the most he-has is in the satisfaction of serving his fellow 
Jews. In reward, what is there? If he is inthe position to 
lavish money right and left, he may secure some semblance of 
respect, But even so, as leader or worker among our super- 
individualistic Jews, he is placed in a constant state of 
uncomfortableness, oscillating between fulsome compliment and 
rabid opposition. Either condition to a man of good sense and 
understanding is difficult, if not impossible, to tolerate. 


But then this particular trouble could not be properly met 
by a kind.of understanding. that criticism should cease. The 
community would be in. much worse case were criticism 
modified, or were it absent, as it was to so large an extent on~, 
upon a time in the case of wealthy men who gave fOMCsing of 


— 


their, substance to, the- public, than itis to-day, There canbe 
no question that public opposition and criticism are an enormous 
safeguard against all kinds of/wrong, which without it would 
flourish incontinently. Yet,I know-of many who haye:told me 
that they refuse to take any part in communal work, because, 
while there is nothing to be gained out of it, as there igin 


general public work, they object to become the. butts. of.. 
criticism and the targets of opposition. Iamafraid.thatsoJong — 
as the nature of our people is as it is, and se long as they show: 
8 disposition to regard what of aggrandisement and social — 


mivantage they can gain out of their public labours, and com- 
pare these with what is reserved to the average communal 
worker, things will not be greatly bettered. 


There is, however, it.occurs to me, one way-by which we 
could ‘mitigate. some of the trouble. Could we not institute 
inside the community titles and indications of honour, which 


could be conferred authoritatively upon men and women who. 


distinguish themselves in work for the community? If a mam 
_who at birth was endowed with the average sounding name of 
John Brown (or Solomon Moses)-thinks that he can mitigate 

_ the idea which his name is likely to establish in the public mind 
that he is a. nobody, that, judging by his name, he is either 
a nobody or just an averege sort of person,and if be (or, as ie.-more. 


often the case, his wite) wants tc bear the distinction.to.whichhe. . 


is entitled on his visiting card, why should he have to go outside 
the community and devote his energies to work there in order to 
obtain his ambition? That ambition. may bé petty and may be 
‘snobbish, but it is very human, and it is given to few to attain 


some distinction of the kind I have in view without depriving 


the community of their interest and their work.

From more than one point of view there seems a great deal to 


me in what my correspondent says. In any case, the subject is, as 


he says, an urgent one and his contribution to the discussion of it

ADDRESS BY CARDINAL BOURNE. 


: At the annual meeting of the Catholic Guild of Israel and the Arch- ‘a 


confraternity of Prayer, held last week in the Convent of Our Lady of 
Sion, Cardinal Bourne, who presided, insisted, in his address, thata very: 
clear distinction had to be drawn between Jews by religion and nationality, 
and the Jews who had ceased to have any religion and were Jews only 
by nationality. That distinction must be kept very clearly in mind when 
they thought of the bitter hostility in different countries between 
Christians and those who wera Jews by nationality, but not. by religion, 
There had never been any quarrel between the Catholics andthe Jews, 


and as Archbishop of Westminster he. was glad to testify to the faci that 
the Jews had found, and recognised that they had found real friends in the 


successive Archbishops-of Westminster. The fact that Cardinals Manning 
- and Vaughan and he himself did not hesitate to raise their voices more than 


once when the Jews had been unjustly treated in other countries, give 


them a position which mads it easier to approach the Jews with the hope |. 


that their motives would not be misunderstood. Again, in regard to their 
public men who had been Jews either by religion or by nationality, or 
only by nationality, they had been, almost without exception, favourable 
to Catholics. There was one man criticised very unfairly, especially im 
some of the Continental newspapers, who had been a real friend of the 
Catholic Church in this country—Sir Herbert Samuel. In the great fight 
for education, continued the Carcdina), the Jews stood side by side with 
the Catholic Church, demanding definite religious teaching for the 
children of the elementary achools.

There is room for a Jewish 
musical genius such as is Mr. Alman, even side by side with Mombach 
whom we all revere, and to whom Mr. Alman bears much resemblance 


in the temperament of his work and outlook. |

ADDRESS BY MR. ELKAN N. ADLER. 


The second lecture of the session of the Sephardi Literary Society 
-4vas delivered on Sunday by Mr. Elkan N. Adler, M.A., on “The Portuguese 
Jews of London at the Resettlement.” The President, Mr. C, M. 
Picciotto, was in the Chair. 

Mr. ADL®R read several chapters from a book he isin process of 
writing. He began with the time of Queen Elizabeth, when there 
appeared to have been the first beginnings of an organised community of 
Marranos. A party of refugees from Spain en route to Holland sated in 
a Spanish ship which was captured by the English. Queen Blizabéeth 
accorded a gracious welcome to her former enemies, but they 
preferred to go to Amseterdam, where they settied, and ‘the 
colony soon increased. Mr. Adler referred tc thc romantic story 
of Maria Nunes, a beautiful Jewess of this party, with whom an English 
duke is said to have fallen in love. She, however, went to Holland with 
her friends and subsequently married her cousin. . Kodrigo Lopez, who 
settled in London and was doctor to the Earl of Leicester and to 
Queen Elizabeth, had a tragic history. He incurred the enmity of the 
Earl of Essex, was brought to trial, and hanged in June, 1554. Lopez 
is said to have inspired Shakespeare’s Shylock, and Burbidge, the actor, 


as possible. In 1631 there was a second expulsion of the “ Judaisers” 
from Spain, a second exile hardly less important than that in 1492. 
A brilliant body of exiles formed colonies in London, Bordeaux, and 
Holland, etc.; they passed as Spaniards and attended mass. But

LEOTURE BY MR. HERBERT LOEWE. 
Mr. Herbert: Loewe, M.A., delivered a lecture. on “ Moslem Culture

Mr; LOEWE said that there were certain subjects that seemed 
rarely to be discussed for their own sake. I¢ was the misfortune of 
Arab culture to be one of these sabjects, When mentioned in 
debate, it bad been unduly decried or unreasonably exalted, according 
to the. whim. of the speaker and.the exigencies of, hia brief. Is was 
pad form to. speak of Arab culture in. society. Adapting the 

t 


remark of Robertson Smith, one might say that there had been 

in which Arab culture had been loved for its own sake, but that 
had been reserved for the present age to show itself sincerely a 
to Avab- culture for its.ownm sake. There was.a time in England, not 
so long ago, when Islam was held to be. worthy of. serious. considera- 
tion, But many indications showed the change in public sentiment 
that marked the middle of the last century. Nowadays there was, 
perhaps, @ growth of interest in Islamic culture, due to the course 
of political events. But it was to be regretted that there were 
few signs of a corresponding growth of .serious study of the subject. 
Islam was a manifestation of the Semitio genius, and it might be observ 
that the ancestry of its culture was a distinguished one. Thus,dd 
might be remarked that the Semites gave to the world one of the 
greatest boons. The discovery of the alphabet or rather the simplifica- 
tion of a highly complicated system of writing, brought man nearer.to 
man and broke down the power of a limited élass.by. rendering it possible 
for a far larger number to record ideas and facts and to communi- 
cate with distinct paris. The high standard of culture attained by the 
ancient Semites was commonly recognised. The Araba passed their 


existence completely withdrawn from the outside gaze for centuries, 


perfecting and intensifying their cultural instincts, 80 that when they. 


burst upon an astonished world, the power of their civilisation proved 


irresistible. The Arabs stimulated in their comgqnuered !ands a culture 
that proved. virile and enduring. Too often @ prejudiced picture of Islam 


was drawn, 
The Armies of Islam, 


in the early days of the faith, swept over the Metepoticala and Persia. 


In the sphere of pure culture in the arts, letters, and sciences, the 


pre-eminence of the Moslems up to the time of the Renaissance needed 


no demonstration. While Europe slept in the Dark Ages, the Moslems 
kept the torch of learning burning. They fostered the sciences, and 


indeed, except for the Jews, retained a monopoly ofthem. The Saracens 


were not only able to read and write, but they were a profoundly 
literary people. Literature was not confined to an ecclesiastical caste, 


it was the common property of every Mosiem gentleman. It wasinterest- — 


ing to notice the Arabic words that had crept into the English language. 


- The greatness of Moslem culture made its decay the more surprising. 


Wherever Islam existed it was decadent. In no sphere did 
the Muslims excel. Whoever heard to-day of a contemporary 


Mosiem distinguished as a doctor, engineer, scientist, mathematician, 
philosopher, or historian? How many Moslems got first classes 
Oxford and Cambridge? In warfarethe Moslem standard was ¢qually low. 


The faults of Islam had become intensified, the virtues seemed to have 
disa ppeared. The cause was purely internal. The invention of the 
printing press sounded its knell. From the days of Caxton and Gutten- 
berg, Islam. contracted. The future of Moslem culture rested with 
themselves. ' By one means alone could they recover their lost position; 
the remedy was simple, i¢ was education. Yet the disease had struck so 
deeply that drastic steps would be required to eradicate it. Moslems 
were doubly ignorant. From the point of view of Europe they were five 
centuries behind the times. They would have to assimilate the literary 
and scientific output of five hundred years before they could even be 
up-to-date, much less progress.. If Islam was once again to play her. paré 
in the spiritual and cultaral uplifting of humanity, it could only be by the 


unremitting efforts of her sons. He alse thought that Jews —— to help —

CCXVI—On the Tribe of Beadles. 


If the question were to be asked, Who is the most important 
personage In any synagogue? the answer would undoubtedly be, not the 
congregation,not the Wardens, not the Minister, not the Reader, but the 
Beadle. He is the most assiduous attendant at the synagogue. He is 
the first to arrive and the last to leave. He opens the doors and locks 
them again, and the objects in the sacred edifice are in his keeping. He 
is the heir to a long and honourable tradition. Nearly twenty centuries 
ago the office he now holds was one of the established positions in all 
Jewish communities. In the Middle Ages he was the all-pervading 


force in the Ghettos, It fell to him to announce in the synagogue the 


results of law-suits; he informed the congregation when certain properties 
were in the market; he administered ritual chastisement on the eve of 
the day of Atonement or on other occasions ; he summoned the members 
of the community to Divine Service; and he proclaimed the time of the 
advent of the Sabbath. To these public duties he added a certain 
modicum of private usefulness. Members of the congregation who had 
invitations to send out for famlly festivities utilised the services of the 


Beadle to deliver them. , 


The functions of the Beadle to-day may not be as many-sided and as 
numerous as they were in Ghetto times. To-day his work lies largely 
within the Synagogue walls. Whatever may have been the qualities of 
Beadles in the past, the demands made on them in modern times are 
certainly large. The Beadle must know a little of everything—a little 
Hebrew, a little Chazanut, a little Din. Some of the fraternity are 
specially qualified in one or other of these departments of knowledge; 
‘but the majority possess only that little knowledge which is a dangerous 
thing. | 

Bat if their book-learning is small, their knowledge of worldly affairs 
is comprehensive. There are some Beadles who know precisely the 

extent of every member's banking account, and their respect for each 
individual varies according to this standard. But this is an old 
characteristic of theirs, It dates right back into the Middle Ages. 
So does the over-familiarity of a good many Beadles. Instead of 
being the servants of the congregation, they become its masters. 
I am informed that in the early days of one old London synagogue, 
it was a “Law” that the Beadle should remain at the door, That 
was intended to keep him in his place. Did it? Modern develop- 
ments would hardly point to such a result.. Only recently I heard of 
a case where a Warden instructed the Beadle to confer a Synagogue 
honour on a certain member. The Beadle in question succeeded in 
I am informed that the 
Warden poured out words of wrath on the Beadle’s head, but they fell 
off his thick skin like water off a duck’s back. This type of Beadle 
probably believes sub-consciously that he rules the Synagogue, and not 
the Wardens. Perhaps he feels, like the brook, that Wardens may come 
‘and Wardens may go, “ but I go on for ever.” | 

There is an element of truth in this sub-conscious sentiment. Every 
organisation must have a permanent depository for customs, practices, 
and traditions. Even the most limpet-like Wardens do give up office 
sometimes; and it must be admitted that a new man taking up the reins 
of government in a congregation finds the experienced Beadle a very 
present help in time of troubie. He knows what has been customary. 
He knows how things have been done. He knows what’s what; and 
many a Warden has on more than one occasion had good reason to be 
grateful for a word whispered into his ear by the Beadle. 
man’s gratitude is expressed in sundry material gifts. Of these the 
average run of Beadles cannothavetoomuch. The Wise Manof Proverbs 
declared: “There are three things that are never satisfied ; yea, four that 


gay not ‘Enough.’” He might well have added a fifth—the modern | 
Beadle. And yet, when the economic aspect of this problem is con-— 
sidered, what does it show but that the Beadle is like the rest of his | 


congregation, a keen business man? If he likes the material things of 
life, does not the average citizen do so too? It would be said perhaps 
that in all this Beadles lack a certain restraint. See them and their good 
ladies at a festive gathering. You will know where to look for them. 


| ‘Mr. Beadle is an authority on cigars; indeed, he has a refined taste in 


tobacco. Mrs. Beadle, seeing: and hearing so much, and imagining siiii 
more, is a specialist in spreading news, which, like that provided by 
several Peers of the Realm, is both true and false. Scandal she loves, 


and if it 1s slow in coming, she has a facile capacity for making a concoc- , 


tion out of the poorest ingredients. 


On the whole, the tribe of Beadles shows the same virtues and the 

same weaknesses as the rest of mankind, only perhaps the latter 
predominate and are a little more marked. It has been said with truth 
that a man’s occupation moulds his character, and sometimes even hig 
features. Most people can pick out of a crowd a “horsy” man; you can 
tell a lawyer by his face; you can often tell a teacher, In the case of a 
‘Beadle, perhaps it is that his calling has the effect of stressing not the 

; inoblest qualities in human nature. Yet I have known some Beadles 
‘whose modesty of dembanour was exemplary, and I have known others 


_javho. were saints. One is in my recollection whose death moved his 


; Wardens to tears, He was an essentially lovable man, and their congre- 


_ gants honestly deplored his loss, Yet another I recall who laboured in the 


East End of London, He was an old man, tall and gaunt, with a thin 
straggling beard, who was the terror of the little boys among whom he 
attempted to keep order.

Religious Decadence. 
From Mr, J. Porton. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


+ §tr,—While fully sharing the alarm raised by your contributor, Dr. 
Homa, in discussing this question originally initiated by you concerning 
the rapid spread of religious decadence, I cannot agreed with his prescrip- 
tion for preventive measures which he suggests. 


The marked failing and decay in our religious organism is not the 
outcome of disloyalty to traditional observances or of phlegmatic attitude 
towards our religious precepts. Religious decadence is one of the many 
inevitable diseases to which animate and inanimate objects are subjected, 
and is, therefore, the naturai sequence of the iaw of evolution and general 

ogress. | 
r In ancient times science seems everywhere to have taken its origin 
from religion. As Professor Max Miiiier aptiy jus it: “The frst 
attempts at lifting the veil of nature and following th: causes of things 
were religious.” 
religion to all enquiries made into the causes of natural phenomena, 
became no longer satisfactory, and new answers, based on scientific 
observation and calculation, had to be substituted. Not living in an ago 
of yowsi Nwys, to take for granted something unknown and und: fined 
(and religion is mainly belief), we naturally ask, first of all, what it is we 
are to believe? Judaism, in common with all other religions, is thus 
tosing ground in proportion to the triumphs of science, the victories of 
knowledge and perception. 

Now as to Dr. Homa’s suggested remedies, I would observe that the 
inconsistency of. a synagogue appointing a Minister or «» Warden who 
disregards the observance of Sabbath; is too obvious. But you corre- 


pondent, surely, goes too far when he advocates the introduction of an 


expulsion order” against all honorary officers and members of Syna- 
gogue Committees and Jewish Educational Institutions if they are not 


_ observant traditional Jews. Such drastic measures would oaly tend to 


curtail and narrow the sphere of our religious and communal activities. 
Dr, Homa further asks: “Is it right that on the most solemn day ot 


_the year, Yom Kippur, people who break every Sabbath of the year should 


be called up tothe Law because they are able to pay a few guineas more for 
the honour?” He is perfectly right in condemning the prevailing system 
of “ Highest bidder gets it,” but he is hardly justified nor logical in pro- 
posing a ban on those who are not regular attendants at synagogue. 
Yom Kipvur is far more important to the Sabbath-breaker than to the 


strictly observant Jew, whose name is at once inscribed and sealed in the 


book of life on the New Year. Why not be generous and afford an oppor. 
tunity to those transgressors whose fate is in the balance and who seek 


communion with their Maker, to show their regard for our Law ? 


Dr. Homa finally suggests that “efforts should be made gradually 

to discontinue this post (of Minister) and to substitute in its place a 
Rabbi.” This proposition is at once grotesque and absurd. Are not the 
services of a minister, who has acquired a thorough general knowledge 
and a Jewish training, equally essential to a modern English-speaking 
Congregetion, as are the services of s great Talmudical scholar and Rabbi 
4o an orthodox Yiddish-speaking congregation? Does Dr. Homa really 
think that the Rabbi, with his scholasticism, will assist the better in 
coe the stream of religious decadence than the fully qualified 
minister (not an 4m Haaretz) with his modern conception of life and its 
problems? 
| To rely upon fresh supplies of traditional Judaism from Poland is, as 
mentioned in your editorial, to depend upon a broken reed. The radical 
changes in the gocial and political life of our brethren in Poland have also 
affected and altered their religious mode of life, and thus the catastrophe 
which threatens Anglo-Jewry to-day will be shared by Polish Jewry to- 
morrow.

Obtains University Degree. 

Miss Sarah (Sadie) Isaacs, as stated below, has been awarded the 
B.A., degree, with honours, in English and History, at London University. 
The distinction carries with it a special award—the George Smith Student- 
ship, value £100—given to the studen$ who gains first place in the 
University. 

Miss Isaacs is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Isaacs, of 10, Pedley Street, 
Bethnal Green. She has had a most remarkable career. Losing her 
sight at the age of eight, she received her first Braille lessons at Morning 
Lane Schoo], Hackney. She then spent three years at E!m Court Resi- 
dential School for the Blind, West Norwood, where she won First Principal 
Prize in the 1915 R.8.P.C.4. annual open essay competition, in which 
there were 169,000 competitors. In 1916 she was awarded a Dickens 
Fellowship Prize. In 1918, at the age of sixteen, she went to the Central 
Foundation School, where she was only admitted on trial, because it was 
feared that a blind girl would not be able to keep pace with other pupils. 
So satisfactory was she in her work, however, that she won a London 
County Scholarship. She also won the William Rogers Essay Prize, the 
Civics Essay Prize, and passed the London Matriculation Examination 
with a distinction. The last three years she spent at University College, 
where she was again the only blind student. In the Intermediate 
Examination in 1921, she gained first class certificates in Latin, Roman 
History, English History, and English, being placed first in the latter 
subject. The prescribed text-books required at College were put 


into Braille by the National Institute for the Blind, Great Portland — 


Street, and the standard works were supplied by the National 
Library for the Blind, Westminster. Most of the books had to be 


read to Miss Isaacs at home. Her work was done on a typewriter © 


presented to her by the Union of Jewish Women. Miss M. Levy, 
of 20, Rue Darwin, Brussels, while in London in 1921, gave Miss 
Isaacs valuable instruction in French. Others who have taken a personal 
interest in her welfare are Mr. and Mrs. Fridlander and “diss K. Frid- 
lander, of Buckland Crescent, Swiss Cottage, the Misses H. and F. Jacobs, 
of Blenheim Crescent, Ladbroke Grove, and Mrs. A. Eichholz. Miss 
Isaacs is the first blind student to attempt a course at University College. 
I don’t know how I should have got on if it hadn't been for my father,” 
said Miss Isaacs, in the course of an interview. ‘There are so many 
works that one must consult, that are not yet in Braille characters. I 
have studied them by hearing father read them to me, When we started, 
he knew nothing of literature or languages. Now, he is almost as well 
readas lam. Sometimes, with French or Latin works, father wouldn’t 


understand, or couldn’t pronounce properly, so I would have him spell 
the lessons out word by word while I took notes.” ,

SAVOURY SUPPER DISHES. 


Meat Cutlets. 


Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful. 
A pinch of mixed berbs. 
Seasoning. 
Egg, crumbs, and fat for frying. 


‘Cooked meat, 4 oz. 

Rice (raw), 2 oz. 

Dripping, 1 oz. 

Breaderumbs (fresh), 1 oz. 

, Chopped onion, 1 teaspoonful. 

- Bom the rice and strain off all the water. Chop the meat very 
finely; then add it to the rice, together with the crumbs, dripping, onion, 
parsley, and herbs. Mix all ingredients thoroughly together, and, if 
necessary, add a very little stock—just sufficient to make the mixture 
sufficiently moist not to crack when handled. Spread on a plate and 
leave until cold, then form into cutlet-shaped pieces; dip in egg and 
breadcrumbs, and fry a golden brown in boiling fat.

Young Jewry To-Day. 
‘Dayan Lazarus's Optimism. 
| From Mr. H. Newman. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sirn,—Your readers will doubtless recollect the interview with Dayan 


Hf. M. Lazarus, which appeared in a recent issue of the Jewish Chronicle. 


Oae who does not view matters from Olympian heights can hardly concur 
with the learned Rabbi that there is no sign of religious decay among 
Anglo-Jewry, but, on the contrary, we are assured there is noticeably 
“a growth of Jewish knowledge which did not exist in the early days.” 
Isittrue? Let us be candid and acknowledge ‘facts. 

Must not the orthodox Jew hide his head in shame when, walking in 
any part of the Metropolis on a Saturday, he witnesses the flagrant 
desecration of the Sabbath? To-day you can almost count on the flogers 
of a hand the shops ot open in such a populous Jewish district as White- 
chapel, for instance; thirty years ago every business there, and in the 
adjacent Houndsditch, was closed. } 

I wish it were but true that the Yeshiboth exerted an appreciable 
influence on Jewish life in Eagland. Were it so, we would not find so 
many Jewish young men patronising night clubs, of which there are & 


chain in the East End, mostly owned, by the way, by Jews. Nor can it 


be denied by any social worker with a knowledge of the facts, that im pro- 
priety, indecency, andimmorality havs increased largely of late. 
~ he Jewish girl and woman used to be held up as examples of 
womanly virtue and chastity. Yet to-day the majority of them are 
irreligious, and delight in nothing better than to gad about “up West,” or 
They care little for the sanctity 
of Jewish home life. When they do kindle the Sabbath candles, we find 
them shortly afterwards in some place of amusement, They want 
display; ostentation; to have a “good time.” : 

So steeped in the pernicious pursuit of leading a “ gay life” are quite 
a number of Jewish young people, that even the holiest days in the 
Jewish year hold no message, no inspiration for them. ‘They rash 
precipitately down the path, following the will-o’-the-wisp, uatil they 
are the very dregs of degradation. 
dancing or any other legitimate amusement, but when they are so practised 


as to be inimical to Judaism, I contend that they must be restricted. 


Dum vivimus, vivamus, cau be carried to excess. 

It is obvious that the home influence is the main factor in moulding 
the views of the child, and one must shudder to witness the apathetic 
and indifferent attitude of many Jewish parents as to their children’s 
religious requirements. I have heard of the father or mother going to 
hear a Maggid on a Sabbath afternoon, meanwhile sending the children 
And in later life, of the 
father preparing himself to go to Shoo! on Naw morning, calling his son 
“ Moisha, es ist zeit zu gehen zum Arbeit!” ; . 

Next is the school influence. Uatil now the religious instruction has 
been lifeless. The Jewish National spirit, the glorying in Jewish con- 
sciousness did. not p2rm3ate the teaching. It was not thought 
compatible for one to regard his Jewishness and his Englishness—if I may 
use these descriptive colloquial expressions—on the same level. Has it 
vet been realised that a good citizen is buithe natural sequence of being 
a goodJew? Moreover, the education of the Jewish girl has been ignored. 
The plea, ‘Our mothers and grandmothers were good Jewesses without 
attending classes,” can be easily disposed of when we realise that the 
Jewish girl of even twenty years ago was comparatively isolated, while 


our girls of to-day rub shoulders with those of every creed and of none, 


and their opinions are formed without a knowledge of Judaism. Then 
there are schools where religious instruction is given by non-Jews, 


Exempli gratid, 1 will refer to one school situated in the heart of the East — 


End, with 300 Jewish children from an attendance roll of 350, yet thereis 
not one Jewish teacher in the school, scripture lessons each morning 
being given by non-Jewish masters and mistresses, who are sure, how: 
ever unbiased they may be, to “colour” their explanations. Will not the 
impression be left on the child’s mind? : 

Even under the best conditions is it sufficient to allow the child, when 
already taught hy Jewish teachers, half an hour each morning in Scripture 


 history—nothing specifically Jewish—and perhaps an hour or two weekly 


in Synagogue Classes? A large number of boys, I admit, attend Talmud 
Torahs. But are their headsin the evening clear and fresh and receptive ? 
And what of the thousands who, as recent statistics show, receive no 
religious education at all? There is but one perceivable remedy, and I 


have urged it repeatedly—the Jewish Day School, where religious instruc- 
tion will take its place inthe curriculum. 


The next stage is the after-school life. The best teaching in the 


world will be of no avail if the youngster is compelled to desecrate the 
Sabbath to obtain daily bread. The Sabbath Observance Employment 
Bureau is run as a private, rather than a communal institution. I 
obtaing for employees mediocre appointments with no possibility of 
advancement. Big business ignores its existence; employees do not find

societies and clubs to spread a knowledge of Judaism? To-day the 
average Jewish Literary Society, though starting with laudatory inten. 
tions, has degenerated into a mere dancing and social club, and if lectures 
are held they are upon such subjects as “Sailors,” “Parliamentary Pro. 
cedure,” “Traffic Regulations,” “Birth Oontrol,” “Political Parties,” 
“ Armaments,” “Newspaper Production,” ete. (I have selected the titles - 
haphazardly from various syllabuseslying infrontof me). Theremainier 
of the programme consists of frequent public dances, games evenings, 
sear launch trips, and similar activities. Not a vestage of anything 

That Young Jewry is not entirely intellectually and religiously bank. 
rupt is shown by the support given by the young people themselves to 
the Sinai, Young Israel, and Young Mizrachi Movements. The failure ot 
the Sinai League has been that it refused to develop at all the social 
side of its activities, while the collapse of the Mizrachi and its Junior 
Societies has been dealt with by a correspondent in your issue of May 25th. 
The Young Israel is the most popular of movements among Young Jewry 
to-day, and it has, by its all-comprising programme of religions, educa. 


_ tional, social and philanthropic work, won acknowledgments and golden 


opinions on all sides, and if it at all fails or has to restrict its activities it 
will be through lack of communal support and encouragement. |

tions. There could be study circles conducted by competent authorities, 
- and perhaps, what is more important—as it has been found to prevent

young people themselves. 


The interest in this mauner would be gradually 
aroused and retained (actual experience has proved this), and many 
would be drawn back from the precipice and saved from falling headlong 
into the abysmal chasm. There conid be, as a “following up” campaign, 
an attack on the undesirable “Jewish” night and social clubs. The air 
would be cleared, and we would have the possibility for further work. 
Lot me say, in passing, that the work I propose, being essentially religious, 
would in no sense interfere with the activities of the Unton of Jewish 
Literary Societies, and a working arrangement to prevent overlapping 
could easily be reached. We must lead our youth back to the essence of 
Jewish life—the Torah. We must show them the necessity for the

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The Jewish Public Schools Problem. 


LECTURE BY DR. CHARLES S, MYERS. 


On Thursday of last week Dr. CHARLES 8. MyErs, C.B.E., delivered 
a lecture to the Jews’ Free School Old Boys’ Club on “The Jewish Public 
School Problem.” Dr. E, BERNSTEIN, Ph.D., presided. : 

Dr. MYERS said that the best way of envisaging the problem was to 
examine the present general conditions of the school-life of Jewish 
adolescents at the Preparatory and Public Residential Schools throughout 
the country. These conditions might be conveniently classified under 
four heads. The first and commonest was that the Jewish boy or girl 
received no Jewish religious instruction or guidance whatever while 
attending Public School." He attended chapel, received school Jessons in 
the New Testament, and observed such Christian Holy Days as 
fell within the school term, just as if he had been received into the 
Protestant faith. The parents of such Jewish boys were either 
indifferent to religion, or expressly wished their children to receive 
& public school education without distinction in regard to religion. 
The second condition obtaining was where parents asked, and head- 
masters allowed, Jewish boys to be excused Sunday chapel and New 
Testament instruction. The house master, in such cases, had generally 
to find them work to doin those hours, In the third condition, not only 
was the boy excused from such attendance, but at the time of Sunday 
chapel he received religious instruction from a visiting Jewish teacher 
and did written work for him during the New Testament lesson. 


Bat only an insignificant proportion of the Jews at public schools . 


attended such instruction. The fourth and last condition now 
obtaining was where a Jewish House existed. Corresponding broadly, 
though far from exactly, to those four conditions, they could, 
he thought, usefully distinguish four types of Jew in this country, 
whom he proposed respectively to term, the strictly communal, 
the semi-communal, the non-communal, and the negligent type. By 
the strictly communai type he meant the type of Jew whose social circle 
was largely restricted to Jewish friends, who closely observed the dietary 
laws, Sabbaths, and at least the first days ofall the Holy Days. In by far 
the majority of Jews of this type, either they or their parents were of 
foreiga birth. They would only consent to send their sons to one of the 
existing Public Schools if they could secure admission to a Jewish House. 
Thus, a large proportion of the parents of boys in a Jewish House were 
of foreign birth, wishing their children to be educated primarily as Jews, 
and to receive good secular education only in so far as it did not conflict 


with Jewish aims and ideals. The other three types of Jew laid greater 
or sole stress on | 


THE EDUCATION OF THEIR CHILDREN AS ENGLISHMEN, 


The semi-communal type had given up close and regular observance of 
the dietary laws, Sabbaths, and Holy Days. The non-communal type 
went even further. He was almost indifferent to the actual practice, 
ritual, and customs of his religion, but still proud of his membership of it. 
He lived as an Englishman outside the pale of the Jewish community. 


The last or negligent type of Jew was a Jew by heredity, but otherwise 
he was indistinguishable from non-Jews, except when, as was not 


_ infrequentiy the case, he was botrayed by his inherited and ineradicable — 


facial and mental characteristics. In general, he was mainly actuated 
by snobbery, ambition, and ignorance. It was this negligent type of Jew, 
also, Who was largely responsible for the many Jewish school children 
who, at a public school, outwardly acted as their Protestant school- 
fellows. But they had also to include here the children of those of the 
semi-communal or non-communal type, who believed that discrimination 
militated against a really satisfactory school environment. Personally, 
he found it dificult to suppose that such children ran a serious 
risk of later conversion to Christianity. The danger lay rather in a 
further increase of the negligent type of Jew. This danger 
arose not so much from school as from home influences. 
Given a parent really interested—in his own way—in Judaism, he saw no 


reason why, if he chose, he should not educate his son to realise the 


spiendour of that religion, to take quite an outside, dispassionate view of 
the Christian religious exercises and lessons he received at school, to 
recognise that those represented the accepted, if erroneous, faith of those 
among whom he was to spend the rest of his life, and that it would ever 
be his duty, both at school and thereafter, to testify to the 


DEEPER SIMPLICITY AND GRANDEUR OF JUDAISM. 
Whatever a boy’s House at a Public School might be, he saw 
little, during most of his school life, of the boys in other houses. A 
boy’s character was framed rather by the tone of his House than by that 
of the School. In a Jewish House, therefore, the boys lived a life closely 


corresponding to the life of what he had called the strictly communal 


type of Jew. They grew up in an atmosphere as specifically Jewish as 
was possible in the circumstances, and even in the total absence of anti- 
Semitic prejudice, were regarded by their schoolfellows and by those in 
the school vicinity as a class quite distinct from the non-Jews. Need 
they pause long to consider how totally unsuitable such conditions must 
be for the boys of parents of the semi-communal and non-communal types 
of Jew? Ifsuch boys were sent to Public Schools already provided with 


a Jewish House, they had the sole option either of entering it, or of 


attending Chapel and New Testament instruction just as if they were 


Christians. The boy would, therefore, grow up either without any Jewish | 


but with adequate Christian religious teaching at school, or he would in 
a Jewish House be taught a variety of Jewish observances which, in view 
of the different conditions of his home life and his after-school life, were 
hardly calculated to strengthen his religious outlook then and thereafter. 
It was for that reason that he was opposed to the multiplication of 
Jewish Houses in the Public Schools. The fact must be faced that, 
rightly or wrongly, large numbers of Jewish parents of the present 
generation, especially of the “ better” classes, would rather have

at a Public School, than send them to be segregated and ear-marked a 


‘members of such a House. It must be admitted that most members of 
this class of Jewish parent showed little inclination to provide Jewish 


instruction at school. Such indifference should, he maintained, be 


expressly overcome by the Headmasters’ action. They should compel every 
parent to register the religion of each boy on entering a Public School, 
and they should not only excuse Jewish boys thus registered from Chapel 
and New Testament teaching, but, in conjunction with the Director of 
Jewish Education, they should provide at the parents’ expense for the 
regular visite of a suitable Jewish instructor, and should agree to make 
such further concessions as might be reasonably demanded. His position 
was that the Jewish House must always prove an unsatisfactory com-

of Jew. The latter demanded a Jewish atmosphere, extending into the 
teaching of school subjects. Like the strict Roman Catholic, he was 
opposed to the separation of secular from religious education. He did 
not wish his boy to mix with Protestante—to run the risk of submitting 
to Protestant or non-Jewish influence. These wishes and ideals of tho 
strict Jew could only be satisfied in the same way asthe strict Roman 
Catholic had satisfied them—by the establishment of a Jewish Public 
School. Such a step needed money, and, above all, courage and imagina- 
tion. But the Jew had never proved lacking in these. He had been 
informed on the best authority that now was a most favourable moment 
for the establishment of such an institution. Sach a school should throw 
open its doors to non-Jewish boys, just as the existing Public Schools had 
done to Jewish boys. And he believed that in the course of time non- 
Jewish parents would be eager to avail themselves of the vast improve- 
ments in methods of teaching which might easily be adopted ina newly 
established Jewish Public School unfettered by obsolete tradition. The 
Public School problem for Jews had, in his belief, to be solved in two 
ways; not by the multiplication of Jewish Houses in existing Public 
Schoois, but (1), by the creation of one or more Jewish Public Residential 
Schools, and (2), by the establishment of 2 panel of Jewish teachers to 
visit the existing Public Schools, and to give instruction which the Jewish 
boys enrolled as such therein should be compelled to attend. By that 
means only could satisfactory provision be made to meet the very diverse 
needs and aims of the different classes of the Jewish citizens of this

VER since Mr. Zangwill landed in America for the purpose of 
delivering the opening address to the American Jewish 
Congress he has been a centre of much notice. His address, 
which was printed in fullin the Jewish Chronicle, gave rise to 

the sharpest criticism. Indeed, it appeared absolutely toinvite it, And 
the criticism came fromall sides. Mr. Zangwill appears to have pleased 
no one by whathe said —except himself—and he claims indeed that that

Zangwill’s attitude towards official Zionism. He has beea assailed with 
the most virulent abuse by his fellow-Jews, and subjected to more than 
To such an extent 
has this been so, that he was induced at one moment during 
his visit to throw up his hands in horror, and 
biting irony: 
Palestine if leaders of Zionism play such tricks over here. One wonders 
what they mean when they say that the law shall come out of Zion!” 
Mr. Zang willdoubtiess made his assertion too sweeping when hethus spoke 
of “leaders of Zionism,” because among his most trenchant opponents 
have been men like Mr. Nathan Straus, Ribbi Dr. Stephen 8S. Wise, and 
Mr. Samuel Untermyer, who, in all they have said in denunciation 
of Mr. Zangwill’s expressed views, have never allowed 
selves to forget the respect and the consideration due to Mr. 
Zangwill the man. But 
Mr, Zangwill has been carried, can be judged by two or three 
instances. The Chicago Israelite ventured to say that when the leaders 
of the Jewish Congress sent the invitation to Mr. Zangwill to come over 
and bless them the radio must have been switched; for it was not Balaam 

that came, but his mount. The American Israelite capped this by 
declaring that “the greatest service to American Jewry that it is in 
Zangwill's power to render is to get out of the country in the shortest 
possible time without making any further explanations, and to stay 
out.” It is with much regret that we note, too, a word from Professor 
Dr. Richard Gottheil upon the same lines. He wrote publicly tosay that 
Mr, Zangwill had outstayed his welcome! Mr. Zangwill deals faithfully 
with the Professor in the fiaal word which the author of the “ Children 
of the Ghetto” sent to the New York Times and which we reprint below. 
Mr. Zangwill has given his views, particularly on his attitude 
towards Zionism, in the course of an interview published in America 
during the last few days. The interviewer asked him what he would do 
if he were given the leadership of the Zionist Movement. ae 

_“ My policy can be expressed in one sentence,” he said, “ Palestine 

as the Jewish National Home instead of a Home for the Jews in Pales- 


_ tine. This is not meant for an epigram or word-play. Some Zionist 


leaders may call it a paradox, but it is meant as the motto of my Zionist 
point of view; for my point of view is Zionist.” 

“This morning,” proceeded Mr. Zangwill, “I received a protest from 
the Zionists of St. Louis and an expression of gratitude from the Jews of 
Palestine. The reverse would perhaps have brought me more applause 
and banqusts here, but I prefer matters as they are. The organised 
Zionists attack me, but I wish no war with them. Besides, there is no 


‘practical means of combating the present Zionist Organisation. I+ seems 


to mé, however, that one must differentiate between the professions of 
Zionists and those who are simply Zionists.” “ Are the Jews of Palestine 
considered Zionists?” he asked. ‘“ Well, the Palestinian Jews agree with 
me, and they consider my words without prejudice.” 

Pressed by his interviewer for his “ constructive Zionist policy,’ Mr, 
Zangwill sald: “ We must demand at least as much as has been promised 
us, if not more. The Zionist leaders with their ‘clever’ diplomacy 
should not try to represent the little that is given us as the maximum of 
the attainable, That leads only to ruin. To spoak in plain terms, the

New York, November 22nd, 1923. 
To the Editor of the New York Times : , 


If it be true, as my soi-disant friend, Professor Gottheil, so 
courteously suggested through your issue of November 17th, that I have 
“ outstayed my welcome,” he and many others of your readers, especially 
those of my own race, will doubtless be delighted to hear that I have 
retired to the Ivory Tower of Art, and that the rest—till my new play is 
finished—is silence. But—to quote “Hamiet” again—before I can 
recover the tranquillity of the Tower I must “cleanse my bosom of its 
perilous stuff.” It is not easy indeed to absorb oneself in the mimic 
world of drama, when of the real world the politicians have made a desert 
and called it pea Je. Throughout this last decade of decivilisation I have, 
in fact, been consumed by an indignation as tragic as that which Swift 
pte on his tombstone: “Saeva indignatio cor ulterius lacerare

I too can cite Mommsen. For that great German historian 
and idealist has left us the profound observation that there are periods in 
history when words no longer correspond to things. It is in one of those 
periods that we are now living, And that is why men of letters—whose 
business it is to keep words closely correlated to things—must quit their 
magic seclusion for the turbulent and thankless arena of politics. We 
take ourselves very seriously—some of us—you see, perceiving no other 
trustees of civilisation, though credentials—save our books or our lives— 
we have none.

In France, Poincaré, invincibly right 
and logical in pinning his allies to the Treaty they would now fain 
wriggle out of, is yet, from the human aspect, the most monstrous 
figure in history. Even Smuts of South Africa, one of the few 
assets Civilisation still possesses, acquiesced in the addition of the 
war pension funds to the already astronomical German indemnity. Lord 
Robert Cecil, another of the few noble figures of our era, has just 
aunounced that though his principles are irrefragably Free Trade, he will 
join Baldwin's Protectionist cabinet. As for your own Wilson, though he 
surpassed our European politicians as much as your Presidents have 
surpassed Our European Kings, you know his record. Elected to keep 
America out of the war, he became the militant Messiah of the world, and 
when the politicians of Europe, he reigned to 
come baok a victor, waving a scrap of paper, as though 
the r6les of Christ and Cezar. 

World Needs New Steersmen. 


That is why I say the world must get other steersmen, if civilisation 

is not to shatter. It must seek its guidance in men of faith and vision. 
‘The next War”—an expression coined by myself when the militarists 

were frenziedly assuring us we had only to fight to the death to get 
perpetual peace——still hovers overus, and everywhere “ preparedness” is 
concocting—for us elderly civilians fortunately, as well as for our wretched 
children doomed to be conscripted— media of death and torture beyond 
Dante’s ghastliest dreams. Bat an orgy of oblivion hides both the 
dreadful martyrdom of our dead and the still more dreadful fature, and 
_ the voice of jazz has replaced the voice of Jerusalem. ae 

Hence it was that I ventured to remind the Jews of America, that 
this hereditary prophetic voice might still proceed from them for America’s 
and the world’s healing, that there might even be a “Jewish vote!” 
Unhappy expression! All they could think of—sven though I expressly 
added I did not mean a vote for Jews—was electing one another Judges 
or Senators or Congressmen. They do not seem to know—as I knew — 
having just filled up a form of admission to your great country—that there 
are no Jewsin America, Racially, that is, There are only Hebrews. 
“Jew” connotes religion and religion only. So“ Hebrew” I obediently 
described myself, though the immigration document confusedly 
instructed me thatin replying I should take language and origin as the 
governing factors, and I speak Hebrew infinity less well than haif a dozen 
other languages, not to mention my native English. For, unlike 
Professor Gottheil, 1 was born in my country. : 
____ Ido not need this gentleman to instruct me in anti-Germanism. In 
191l—more than three years before the war—there was playing at 
London's leading theatre by London’s leading actor-manager, the late 
Sic Herbert Tree, my five-act tragedy in verse, “The War God,” in which 
the coming war was predicted, as well as the Kaiser’s fate. The 
representative of Bismarckism was told by the representative of 

; Why sit here, spinning crafty labyrinths, 
: Jetting your filthy network o’er the world ? 

You think to bind the futuve? Poor grey spinner ! 
Fate, the blind housewife, with her busy broom, 
Shall scatter at one sweep your giant web, - 
And leave a little naked scattling spider ! 


This did not prevent my being called pro-German by the British 
Gottheils, when I tried to moderate their insanity at the fantastic period 
when an educated FKaoglishman (Mr. Herbert Stephen) could write to your 
London namesake demanding a sort of “ war-time,” on the ground that it 
was “exceedingly disagreeable to have the same time of day here as in 
Germany.” 

I quite agree with the Professor that infinite suffering would have 
b3en saved had America come into the war earlier, but his assumption 
that if there had been a draw—and the Kaiser's offer of an armistice was 
clearly a confession that he could not win—Germany would have 
continued her militarism, instead of learning the lesson already taught 
by Bloch’s great book—to wit, that war has become impracticable—is an 
assumption so gratuitous that it can only be explained by Dr. Gottheil’s 


rabid anti-Germanism. 


Ot course, on Freudian principles, such rabid anti-Germanism is a 
clue to German origin, jast as rabid anti-Semitism usually betrays 
Jewish blood. Looking up books of reference, I am not surprised to 
fiad that Professor Gottheil escaped birth in Germany only by a 
eqaeak, while his brother, the famous dermatologist, though only three 
years older, was actually born in Berlin. Our hero, however, though 
born like myself in England, did not fail to complete his education at 
the Universities of Berlin, Tiibingen, and Leipsic, which last gave him 
his degree of Ph.D. summa cum laude. His distinguished father was 
a member of the Synod of Leipsic when Richard was already seven. 
And these Teutonic influences were accentuated by the Jewish schools 
and colleges he attended in Berlin and by his contributions to German 
organs. His very first book—a Syriac grammar—found its publisher in 
the city which he now strives to represent as a mere fortress of 
Militarismus. It is really rather ungrateful. Why, I am told—for the 


movements of the great are followed—that his cures are still taken at.

Bat I do not for a moment suggest that his Americanism is only 
dermatologicai. No, I trace his anti-German virus less to his German

The Bible as Literature——I]. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

The Bible has exercised immense influence on the development of 
language. Not only have translations of the Bible made literature 
possible to a whole array of psoples by giving them a written language, 
but in other ways language has been powerfully influenced by the Bible. 
Tho Biblical vocabulary supplied Latin, and thence the Romance and 
Teutonic languages, with such words as “ Manna,” “ Passover,” “ Sabbath,” 
“Cherubim,” “Satan.” The Biblical structure of sentences—!oose 
co-ordination of clauses, and parallelisms—has been largely adopted by 
writers as a model; and we have to note the conscious imitation of the 


solemn music of the Prophets, and the unconscious absorption of familiar 


Biblical phrases. Not only do ancient and modern preachers like 
Bossuet, Schleiermacher, and Spurgeon, employ the language of their 
Bible, but the masters of literature do so also, from John Bunyan in 
England to Jonathan Swift. If Dante is the creator of modern Italian, 
Luther deserves the same title in regard to modern German, and it was 
through his translation of the Bible chiefly that his inflaence 


was felt. Every translation of the Bible has been followed by a 


distinct religious movement. That of Luther started the Reformation 
on the Continent. The Aramaic translation of Onakelos had an immense 


on the development of Talmudic Judism. The Greek translation | 


—the Septuagint—carried Israel’s message to the classic world. The 
Vuigate became the accepted translation of the Catholic Church. In 


reading Goethe, or in reading Matthew Arnold, one is conscious of their - 


life-long familiarity with the Bible. In English-speaking countries the 
Authorised Version of King James exercised the same influence. It is so 
notable in its diction that it stands at the head of all English 
literature—above Shakespeare and above Milton. It came too late for 


Shakespeare himself, but even he could not have written as he did 


without the older translations. | 


Professor Moulton, perhaps our greatest authority on this fascinating 


subject, points out that the literary element of the Bible is in danger of 
being overpowered by other interests. The devout readeris too occupied 
with its sacred character to notice its literary beauties. A reader may 
pore over a passage of Job to discover the message it has for him, for- 
getting all the while the dramatic form of the book, the remembrance of 
which may help him to solve his difficulties. Another has cast off the 
authority of the Bible, and he is not much concerned with the literary 


- force of a book which he rejects; although it should be plain to him that 


if every particle of authority and supernatural character be taken from 
the Bible, it still remains the world’s greatest classic, a literature second 
to none. When we study Literature as an entity, we have to enquire 
into its morphological forms—the Epic, Lyric, Dramatic, Historic, and 
varieties: of these; and all this has an important application to the sacred 


‘Scriptures, because a clear grasp of the outer literary form may be an 


essential guide to the inner matter and spirit, It is generally recognised 
that the Classics of Greek and Rome are among the finest things in 
literature and the earliest sources of emotional inspiration. But surely 
such a position belongs equally, or pre-eminently, to the literature of the 
Bible. If our intellect and imagination have been formed by the Greeks, 


for their liberal education to literatures which, morally, are at an 


opposite pole from themselves; literatures in which the most exalted 


tone is often an apotheosis of the sonsuons, which degrade divinity, not 
only to the human level, but to the lowest level of humanity? Our 
hardest social problem being temperance, we study in Greek the 
glorification of intoxication; while in mature life we are occupied 


in tracing law to the remotest corner of the universe, we go at 


school for literary impulse to the poetry that dramatises the 
burden of hopeless fate. We seek to form @ character in which 
delicacy aud reserve shall be suprems, and at the same time are training 
our taste in literatures which, if pablished as English books, would be 
seized by the police. It is surely good that our youth, during the 
formative period, should have displayed to them, in a literary dress as 
brilliant as that of Greek literature, a people dominated by an utter passion 
for righteousness, a people whom ideas of purity, of infinite good of 
universal! order, of faith in the irresistible downfall of all moral evil, 
moved to a poetic passion as fervid, and speech as musical, as when 
Sappho sang of love or Aeschylus thundered his deep notes of destiny. 
When it is added that the familiarity of the Eaglish Bible renders all this 
possible without the demand on the time-table that would be involved in 
the learning of another language, it seems clear that our school and 
college curricula will not have shaken off their mediaeval narrowness 
and renaissance paganism until classical and Biblical literatures stand 
side by side as sources of our highest culture. 
put Biblical before Classical literature. We rank its literary boauty 
higher than that of any other literature, bacause its moral beauty is 
supreme. Its art ranks higher than any other ari, because it teaches us 
the art of living, the art of that conduct which is three-fourths of lif.

The Chief Rabbi and Prince Belosselsky-Belozersky. 


Fear of Pogrom “ Unparalleled in History.” 


We have received copies of correspondence which has passed between 
the Chief Rabbi and Prince Belosselsky-Belozersky, President of the 
Russian Monarchical Party in Great Britain, on the subject of a passage 
in Dr. Hertz’s New Year Message, published in the Jewish Chronicle. 
The passage referred to runs as follows: 

Russian Monarchists declare that, in the event of their regaining 
power, they will slaughter every Jewish man, woman, and child in 
that land. Western Jewry does not sufficiently realise the infinite 


danger that hovers over the fourteen millions of our brethren in 
Russia. 


The Prince, in a letter dated September 28th, repudiates the idea 
that such an assertion contstitutes the aims and policy of the Russian 
Monarchist Party as a whole, and quotes a statement issued by the Party 
at a Monarchical meeting at Reichenhal!, Bavaria, on July 6th, 1921. The 
meeting proclaimed as its principies, among others, free right of trade 
and commerce for everybody ; full civic and political freedom ; private 
property and equality of all citizens to be gaaranteed by law; and full 


religious freedom. 


In reply to this communication, the Chief Rabbi sent to Prince 
Belosselsky-Belozersky a copy of his pamphlet, “A Decade of Woe and 
Hope” (part of the Opening Address delivered by Dr. Hertz at the 
Conference oi Jewish Preachers in July, and reported verbatim in the 
Jewish Chronicle of July 13th). A covering letter calls attention to 
the opinions expressed by men, most of them far from hostile to the 
Monarchist cause, that a pogrom would immediately follow the over- 
The letter continues : : 


The Chief Rabbi does not forget the resolutions passed at 
Reichenhall, to which you kindly called his attention in your letter. 
But paper resolutions, like those you quote, would, he fears, be of 
little avail. General Denikin’s proclamations in 1919 announced 

that “the Volunteer Army brings peace to all citizens of Russia, with- 
out regard to creed,” and at the same time, that army was responsible 
for the most hideous, and most saidistic of all pogromsin the Ukraine. 
In the middle of October, General Denikin himself telegraphed to the 
Chief Commander of the Kief military district: “I have received new 
reports of violence perpetrated by the troops against the Jews. I order 
that proper measures be taken to suppress the excesses. Most 
severe penalties must be imposed upon the guilty. Signed: 
Denikin.” (Svobodnaya Rech, Rostov, October, 16th, 1919). This 
telegram did not, however, prevent the pogrom from lasting four 
more days, until the 20th of that month. Systematicaliy, 
methodically, step by step, house by house, street by street, the 
Jewish population was killed, violated, and exterminated. Of counter 
measures there was not a trace. : | 
On a smalier scale, the same thing happened in the Far East, at 
the hands of the fellow-fighters of the late Admiral Koltchak, who, 
like General Denikin, was said to stand for a Constituent Assembly, 
for freedom of worsbip, etc. And yet, toname only one example, when 
Baron Ungren-Sternberg entered Mongolia, he exterminated the 
entire Jewish population wherever hecame. The men were subjected 
_ to unspeakable tortures, and the women ravished, before being put 
to death. The children were throttled before the eyes of their 
mothers, All the bodies were left unburied to be devoured by dogs. 
In view of the above, the Chief Rabbi continues to fee! the greatest 
anxiety in regard tothe tnfinite danger hovering over his brethren in 
Russia, in the event » @ Monarchist return. 


In a further letters, dated November 4th, the President of the 


Monarchical Party sdmitea that “the sufferings endured by the Russian 
People have engendered resentment of such a nature that it is bound, if 


left to itself, to find vent sooner or later in a terrible pogrom, having no © 


parallel in history,” and that this will be all the more certain if there is 
not an organised authority ready to save Russia from chaos at the 
“inevitable downfall of the Bolshevist régime.” The Prince expresses 
the belief that only a Monarchy can lay claim to the requisite hold upon 
the confidence of the people for preventing such a disaster. 


Only under the protection of the authority that we are organising 
(he continues), the irresponsibie mass of Jewry remaining in Russia 
may hope to escape the appalling fate that is being stored up for it 
by the cruelties and oppressions of demented Jewish leaders, whose 
numbers are, unhappily, very large, an@ who will not fail to make 
their escape at the first sign of danger, abandoning their lesser 

_ brethren to bear the brunt of their misdoings. 

In vain will they seek aid from casual leaders of the people. It 
should not be ignored that the anti-Jewish feelings of the masses will 
render difficult, if not impossible, any championship of the Jews by 
casual leaders. The moment they venture to stand up in defence of 
the Jews they will be suspected, and public opinion will regard any 
such protection as evidence of Jewish bribes, and the prestige and 
favour with the masses of Jewish friends will promptly vanish. | 

No authority save that of the Tsar can be above suspicion of this 
kind ; only the Tsar's word can be effectual in restraining the masses 
and in saving the Jews from violence in thefuture. . . . 

But, however just and impartial we may wish to be; however 
indignant at the brutalities wreaked upon Jews; it is impossible to 
ignore the fact that, in the majority of cases, these acts of violence 
have been provoked by the indescribable cruelties to which tens of 
thousands of Russians—men, women and children—have fallen 
victims, the authors and instigators of these outrages being the 


Jewish outcasts who have played and continue to play, a leading 
part in the destinies of unhappy Russia. 


od vag letter the Chief Rabbi replied, underidate November 21st, as 


The Chief Rabbi has carefully considered your letter of the 5th inst. 


You agree that a terrible pogrom, having no parallel in history, 
awaits Russian Jewry should the Soviets fall; and maintain that only 
if an organised authority — that of the Tsar—is ready to save Russia 
from chaos, can such a calamity be averted. The Chief Rabbi is quite 
unconvinced that the Tsar would exercise his authority in that direc- 
tion. It is contrary to the whole spirit of Tsardom. All amnesties 
and proclamations of tolerance notwithstanding, the butcheries 
trated by General Denikin’s army in the name of the Monarchist prin- 
ciple, would be repeated on a fearful and unprecedented scale. . . . 

The Chief Rabbi regrets to note that you make the Jewish 
Bolshevists and them alone the authors of the sufferings endured by 
the Russian people. The acutest sufferings of the Russian people in 


 promisingly opposed to the anti-Semitic agitation. 


recent years have been at the hands of the Tcheka, the Tribunal com. 
bating counter Revolution. Now it is well known that all the pro. 
fessional spies, hooligans, and torturers that were in the employ of 
the old Tsarist Secret Police (Okhrana) have gone over into the service 
of Lenin, Lunarcharsky and scores of others, besides Trotsky, who 
are in control of Russia to-day.

America Rebuffs German Anti-Semites. 


New German Chancellor and the Jews. . 
[From our Correspondent. ] BERLIN. 


The German Press comments with deep regret on the motion sub- 
mitted to the United States Congress to withhold from Germany the 
twenty-five miilion dollars grant on account of the latest anti-Jewish 
exploits in the country. The news from Washington created a deep 
impression here, and the pro-Jewish organs point to the difficulties into 
which the reactionaries and Jew-baiters frequently pluvge the country. 

The Parliamentary Press Service of the Centre (Catholic) Party has 
issued for publication a letter written last September by the new German | 
Chancellor, Dr. Wilhelm Marx, addressed to the Central Union of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith, in which he declares himself uncom- 
In the course of the 
letter the Chancellor points out that the campaign against the Jews is 
generally associated with a campaign against Roman Catholicism, the cry 
being “ Down with Rome and down with Judea.” Roman Catholics, he 
proceeds, reject fundamentally the whole ‘structure of anti-Semitism. 


The murders of Rathenau the Jew and of Erzberger the Catholic were 


carried out by the same people. The Centre Party stands, therefore, — 
with all its heart together with the Jews of the Fatherland in the opposi- 
tion to the anti-Jewish campaign. : 

The Polish Government has instructed the Polish Consulate in Munich 
to send to Warsaw an official at the Consulate to report to the Govern- 
ment in detail regarding the expulsions of Polish citizens from Bavaria. 

The Reichstag has decided to withdraw the right of Parliamentary 
immunity from the anti-Semitic Deputy Graefe, in order to allow the 
Public Prosecutor to proceed against him on a charge of high treason, 
arising out of speeches made by him inciting to public disorder, and 
acknowledging himself involved in the Hiller-Ludendorff conspiracy. 

The Emperor of Japan has sent an official letter of thanks to an 
officer of the German Red Cross, Dr. Spiegel, for the great services 
rendered by him in relieving the distress among the Japanese students © 
stranded in Germany after theearthquake. The Emperor is also sending 
to Dr. Spiegel a beautiful Japanese vase in appreciation of hia work. 


The J.T.A. representative in Munich learns that although the expul- 
sions from the city have been stopped, new expulsions are being carried 
out in a number of towns in the provincial parts of Bavaria, especially in 
Nuremburg.

Jews’ Generous Response. 

Dealing with the efforts being made by the wealthier inhabitants o 
Germany for the benefit of their starving compatriots, the Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Observer writes: “A word must be said for the most 
generous among the Germans, the Jews, whose subscriptions on the Bourse 
compare at present very favourably with those which might be expected 
to result in London or New York. The big Jewish dailies, the Berliner 


Tageblatt and Vossische Zeitung, opened subscription lists long ago, which 


have been very well responded to by the heads and employees of business 
houses, Jew and Gentile alike.” 


Polish Government and the 
Jews Assist Polish Stabilisation Fund. | 
[From our Correspondent.| WARSAW. 


Mr. Seyda, the Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, announces that the 
latest reports from the Polish Ambassador in Germany, and from the 
German Ambassador in Poland, are to the effect that all expulsion orders 
in Bavaria have been withdrawn. The Polish Government insists, how- 
ever, that an official decree should be issued by the Bavarian Govern- 
ment, announcing to the whole world the cessation of the policy of 
expulsion. 

The Polish Deputy-Premier, Mr. Korfanty,'recently held a conference 
with twenty representative Jewish merchants of Warsaw and Lodz. He 
demanded, in the name of the Government, that the Jews should sub- 
scribe 15,000,000 gold francs towards the new fund for the stabilisation 
of the Polish currency. The Jewish merchants complained of the 
systematic persecution of the Jewsin Poland, through the boycott agitation 
and the heavy taxation. Eventually an understanding was reached, 
whereby the Jews will endeavour to raise 12,000,000 gold francs, and the

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Canada Admits Jewish Immigrants.

To Remain for One Year.

The Canadian Government has agreed to admit to the country for a 
period of one year the Jewish immigrants detained at Ellis Island because 
they are in excess of the quotas. Each immigrant will have to pay an 


‘entry tax often dollars. The Ica has had to guarantee that none of them 


shall become a burden on the country, and that, in case of necessity, it 
will pay the cost of of deporting such immigrants. Itis hoped that in the 


- oourse of the year the immigrants will be admitted to the United States. 


Constantinople Closed to Immigrants. 


It is officially announced that the Turkish Government has closed 
Constantinople to all immigrants, and that even transmigrants are pro- 
hibited from entering the city. The decree comes as a serious blow to

The CHAIRMAN said that Jews must be grateful to the League for 
having come to the rescue of countless refugees who, but for its inter- 
vention, would perhaps have been repatriated to the countries which bad 

r d them. 

Be Mr. STEIN said that what the League of Nations and the Union were 
suffering from was not opposition, but apathy and scepticism. He asked 
them not to imagine that, because there was no open hostility, they 
required no advocacy or active support. One had only to look at the 
state of Europe at the present time to see how many people there were 
who were content to pay the League nothing more than lip service, 
The League had done much valuabie constructive work since it had 
been inaugurated, but it was equally true that in spite of all it 
had done, or tried to do, the state of Europe was such that 
every intelligent man must view the future with alarm and mis- 
giving. These were the reasons why it was essential that those 
who had the League at heart should not be content to stand by passively, 
but should make it their business to come forward and give it, as 
individual citizens of the country to which they belonged, the active and 
energetic support on which the future existence of the League primarily 
depended. The ideal of peace, for which the League strove, was not that 
of a negative peace, based perhaps merely on superior force, but of a 
positive peace, which implied not merely the absence of war, but a 
definite attempt to constructa new peace, based not on fear but on justice. 
Nothing was more characteristic of the new spirit which the League had 
introduced than the open discussion of international affairs which went 
on round the table of the League of Nations Council, and on a much larger 
scale in the assemblies of the League. For Jews, the League had certain 
particular aspects of its own which ought to make a separate appeal. He 
did not want to suggest that Jews should support the League primarily 
for what they thought they could getoutofit. Jews were always the first 
to suffer from any disturbance of the peace. That in itself gave thema 
special impetus for affording the League all the support in their power. 
He thought they would do well to reflect and ask themselves, how much 
worse off they would be if the League had not been in existence. They now 
had an impartial international tribunal to which they could appeal. He 
was perfectly sure thatit was largely because of the moral! pressure which _ 
the League was in a position to exert that the lot of the Jewish refugees 


in Poland and Rumania had not been infinitely worse. Another aspect of | 


special interest to them as Jews was the authority which the League 
could exercise in the last resort in matters relating to the establishment 
of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. Without the support of 
unanimous, or almost unanimous, public opinion the League was nearly 
powerless. With that support there was almost nothing which the 
League would not be capable of achieving. } ue
